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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-29,33 and 34, drawn to a ligating apparatus, classified in class 
606, subclass 139. 

II. Claims 30-32, drawn to a twined wire, classified in class 57, subclass 200. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because it lacks the wire being twined and 
having a loop. The subcombination has separate utility such as it could be used as an 
actuation wire for endoscopic forceps. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: l-Fig. 6; ll-fig. 7; Ill-fig. 9; IV-fig. 10; V-fig. 11; Vl-fig. 
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12; Vll-fig. 15; Vlll-fig. 16; IX-fig. 18; X-fig. 19; Xl-fig. 20; Xll-fig. 21; Xlll-fig. 22; XlV-fig. 
23; XV-fig. 24; XVI-fig. 25; XVII-fig. 26; XVIII-fig. 27; XlX-fig. 28.. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 
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A telephone call was made to Thomas Spinelli on 03-09-2005 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
